Uo representatives from Oglethorpe and ;-iadison Counties were present, however, 
both counties have been represented "at previous committee meetings and have 
expressed general approval of the need for a new bookmobile. 

Chairman bloodworth called the meeting to order, Minutes of the last 
regional board meeting were read and approved. 

The Chairman gave a summary report on the activities of the bookhobils 
committee during the past six months. H e reported that specifications for a 
bookmobile body tod been submitted and that bids had been sought from several 
companies which build truck bodies . he stated that only one company, Cers tens lager, 
seemed to be interested in furnishing a boolouobilis body at the present fcijpe and 
that the committee had had a hid from this company. Invitations to the local 
truck dealers in the Athens area to bid on furnishing the chassis for the bookmobile 
had been sent out. He reported that of the bids submits eel to the cortunittee, 
the Did submitted, by J.s wanton Ivy was low. This bid was for $143^.46. It was 
pointed out that the chassis plus the cost of the body for the bookmobile would 
a mouit to approximately £ 5919 *4-5 — nd that this total should be divided as the 
bookmobile costs have bean divided in the budget; l.r. Clarke, Madison and 
Oglethorpe counties, 2c 2/3;-» of the cewt, nd Oconee County 20$, 

Mr.;, Stephens moved that we accept the low bid of J.Swanto'P Ivy for the 
chassis and that we purchase a Jars tans lager bookmobile body, both of these 
items to be subject to a favorable legal opinion frou Mr. Abit Mix that the board 
has such authority, and the reasonable assurance that the funds will be available 
within 9^ day a. Motion was s^condntl by Mrs. Zuber, Motion carried.

The Chairman called th© meeting to order. 

Minutes of the lant Regional Library Board meeting were road and approved. 

Chairman Blood worth gave a report of the funds whinh had been collected 
for tne purchase of the new bookmobile. Midi son County has paid its allot lent 
in full ($1,578,52). Clarke ^ounty Commissioners have said $ 789,26 which Is 
one-half of the allotment for Clarke County, The City of Athena has agreed to pay 
the other half, Oconee County has collected the following amounts: Vatfcinsville 

P.T,A, t $150,00; WatkinEYille Town Council, $100,00; Town of Bogart, $100,00; 

Bogart P.T.A. , $L0 . 00 ; Carithers, P.T.A. $ 25.00; Bishop School Club, $50.00 
Oconee County Commissi oners, $591.82. The remaining amount for Oconee County has 
been promised by the Oconee County Board of Education. 

The Chairaan reported that the low bid for the furnishing of the chassis for the 
bookmobile had been submitted by J.Svanton Ivy Co. It his been delivered to the 
G-er stuns lager Co. in Wooster, Ohio. He also reported that Mr, Ivy had been u.id for 
th© chassis and that this amounted to $1487.46, 

Mrs. Cuban ! 39 reported that she felt sure that Oglethorpe County would come 
thorugh with itH allotment of $1578.52, even tho at thin time she had no definite 
report to BUbmit. 

The Chairman reported that a 7 $ cost-of-living raise had been given to the 
locally paid staff in September for the first quarter of the year 1956. He 
asked that this action be retified by the Beard and that another three months or 
second quarter raise be given to the staff which is locally paid. It was moved 
by Mr. Wilson that this action be ratified and that an additional ?£ be given for th© 
2nd quarter of th© year 1956. Motion was seconded by Mr, Elder and was carried. 

The budget for 1957 vae distributed to the Board, The Chairman pointed out 
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of the library. This money, he point ad out, was to into salaries of the locallj 
paid staff. The budget was discussed. It was moved oy Mr. Vileon that the 
budget be adopted. Motion was seconded by Mrs. Cabanlss and was carried. 



Mrs. Cabanisa reported that the following had been added to the Board 
in Oglethorpe County: Miss Trances Durham, Maxeya, Ga.f Mr a. Jamea Dillard, 
Arnoldsville, Ga.; Mrs. W.Vf, Moore, Comer, la,; Mrs. T.C, Brooks, Lexington. Ga, and 
Miss Bessie Bees e , Lexington, 0*, 

Mrs. Mendenhall and Mias Marat were appointed by the Chairman to plan a dinner 
meeting for the Board, It was felt that the Board members of the four counties 
did not know each other as veil as they should and that a social meeting of the 
group would help to bring them together. 

Mrs. Mendenhall commented on the programs which the library is now sponsoring 
and she said she wished that some of the Board members could come to them. 

It was reported by the Director that plana were underway to publicize the new 
bookmobile when it is completed and delivered to our library* 

Mr. Milner reported that Mrs, Dudley had called hi® and asked him to bring 
to the attention of the members that she wished to have someone vork on com- 
pleting the fountain in the garden, Mr, Wilson said he and the Director 
would investigate the possibility of finishing the fountain. 

The Director reported that the Junior Ladies Garden Club plans to contribute 
$ 25.00 for the purchase of flowering plants for the garden. 

There was no other business. The meeting was adjourned.
